U.S.-Biilish Offer 
To Help So lv e Rift 
Ex pected To End It 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
— 
Th e U.S.-British offer of “good of­ 
fices” to h elp solve th e French - 
Tunisian disp ute was ex p ected to 
bring a sp eedy susp ension to U.N.^ 
Security Council debate today on 
th e ch arges growing out of th e 
French bombing of a Tunisian vil­ 
lage. 
Alth ough both France and Tu­ 
nisia accep ted th e British -Ameri- 
can offer, neith er made a move to ^ 
av ert th e Council meeting sch ed- 
uled after Tunisia comp lained to 
th e U.N. and th e French filed a 
counterch arge. 
However, dip lomats both at th e 
U.N. and in London were confi­ 
dent both nations would now try to 
avoid a bitter debate wh ich th e 
Communists could ex p loit. 
Th ese sources p redicted each 
nation would make a restrained' 
statement ex p laining its ch arges, 
and th at th e necessary 7 of 11 
Council members th en would be 
mustered to adjourn th e debate, 
giving th e good offices a ch ance 
to work.

U.S. officials in Wash ington said 
th ey would offer “concrete sug­ 
gestions and p rop osals” on out­ 
standing 
p r o b l e m s 
between 
France and h er former p rotector­ 
ate. Instead of a single conference 
bringing both sides togeth er, a co­ 
ordinated dip lomatic drive will be 
made in Paris and Tunis. 
Tunisia requested th e Security 
Council meeting to consider h er 
ch arge of French aggression in at­ 
tacking Sakiet Sidi Youssef Feb. 
8 . killing 79 men, women and 
ch ildren. 
France counterch arged th at Tu­ 
nisia is sh eltering rebels wh o h ave 
been in revolt in neigh boring Al­ 
geria for more th an th ree y ears. 
France said th e Sakiet air raid 
was directed against rebels wh o 
bad attacked French forces in Al­ 
geria from th e village. 
Tunisia used th e French count­ 
erch arge as th e basis of a letter 
last nigh t to Council President 
Arkady A. Sobolev of th e Soviet 
Union declaring th e Algerian re­ 
volt sh ould be considered an in­ 
ternational p roblem. 
A new attemp t to justify th e 
Sakiet raid was made in a regular 
p ubbcation of resident minister 
Robert LaCoste in Algiers. It said 
th e raid was as necessary as Al­ 
lied bombings of occup ied French 
p ort cities during World War II, 
even th ough both caused civilian 
casualties.

William Robert Nizer, 31. of 12.39 
Ch affin St.. accused of cutting an­ 
oth er East End man during an 
argument Th ursday nigh t in th e 
Veterans Social Club on Pennsy l­ 
v ania Ave., was bound over to th e 
Grand Jury under $1,000 bond aft­ 
er a brief h earing Monday after­ 
noon in Municip al Court. 
Only th e testimony of George E. 
Reed. 400 Monroe St., wh o was 
wounded in th e scuffle, was taken 
before th e h earing was ended. 
Nizer immediately p osted a p rop - 
arty bond and was released. 
Th e susp ect h ad waived a p re­ 
liminary h earing Saturday but th e 
case was continued until y ester­ 
day to p ermit th e taking of te ^ - 
mony . In h is op ening remarks. So­ 
licitor Josep h W. Coop er p ointed 
out th e testimony was being taken 
at th e request of Prosecuting Atty . 
G. William Brokaw. 
Reed, wh o is unemp loy ed, testi­ 
fied h e was seated at th e club’s 
bar and sa w Nizer and Jack Ve- 
ney , 36. of 1206 Erie St. “talk­ 
ing.” He said h e later h eard a 
noise and saw th em scuffling. 
He said h e attemp ted to sep ar­ 
ate th e p air as oth ers crowded 
around Reed said h e did not see 
any weap on being disp osed of and 
claimed h e did not know h e h ad 
been wounded until th e scuffle was 
ever. 
Reed also testified h e didn’t 
know Vency h ad been wounded un­ 
til h e saw h im later in th e rest­ 
room. He testified h e Ls related 
to Veney by marriage and entered 
th e club with h im and saw Nizer 
sitting at th e bar. 
Veney and Reed were h osp ital­ 
ized with th eir wounds but were 
released over th e week end. A 
th ird wounded in th e fracas, Em­ 
ory Brewer, also of Erie St., es­ 
cap ed with a cut on th e th umb. 
Nizer fled after th e fracas but 
later was p icked up by Midland 
p olice and returned h ere volun 
tarily early Friday .

Th e 12-member jury p anel could 
reach a v erdict from four p ossible 
ch oices, according to Judge J. Har­ 
old Brennan. 
Th ey are: guilty of first degree 
murder as ch arged in th e indict­ 
ment issued Jan. 14, calling for a 
mandatory death sentence; first 
degree murder with recommenda­ 
tion for mercy , wh ich carries a 
life sentence in p rison; second de­ 
gree murder, wh ich carries a long 
p rison term, or acquittal.

NEW CUMBERLAND - The 
trial of Carroll Dean Brewer of 
Weirton for the murder of his 27- 
year-old girl friend is expected to 
go to the jury late today in Han­ 
cock County Circuit Court. 
Testimony was completed yes­ 
terday afternoon in the trial, which 
resulted from the shooting of Mrs 
Audrey Alice Tice, divorced wait­ 
ress and the mother of two young 
sons, last Oct. 17 on a Weirton 
street. 
The 12-member jury panel has 
heard testimony from a parade 
of witnesses and saw a demonstra­ 
tion by Brewer of how he fired 
four shots from a high-powered 
pistol into his sweetheart when she 
refused to reside with him after 
he purchased an engagement ring. 
Prosecutor Frank Pietranton ob­ 
tained a 21-page written confes­ 
sion from the ex-steelworker on 
the morning of the shooting but 
the defense contends that Brewer 
was intoxicated at the time of 
the slaying. 
The 12-member jury panel could 
reach a verdict from four possible 
choices, according to Judge J. Har­ 
old Brennan. 
They are: guilty of first degree 
murder as charged in the indict­ 
ment issued Jan. 14, calling for a 
mandatory death sentence; first 
degree murder with recommenda­ 
tion for mercy, which carries a 
life sentence in prison; second de­ 
gree murder, which carries a long 
prison term, or acquittal.

More Schools Shut

The cold wave abated slightly 
today with further moderation seen 
Wednesday but the affects of the 
sub-zero temperatures still were 
being felt with more schools closed, 
additional industries curtailed and 
highway crews working a l m o s t 
around the clock to keep drifted 
roads open.

The dam has 5 at noon 
yesterday. 
The biting northwest wind will 
continue through tomorrow a n d 
there will be occasional s n o w 
squalls today and tonight with flur­ 
ries Wednesday.

by the greenest hand on an arctic ex pedition. 
Real winter comes and millions act as if it 
were something happening to someone else in 
a play on a stage. The show mu st go on, 
they say , and thu s they get stranded on high­ 
way s, freeze their ex tremities and stru ggle 
to k eep u p rou tines which there was reason 
to k eep u p in the face of climatic hardship. 
One way and another, then, it is not weath­ 
er that is ou t of the ordinary . Weather is 
only repetition. What is ou t of the ordinary 
is hu man refu sal to liv e on good terms with 
reality . 
That is what mak es news — when the snow- 
shov eler dies of ov er-ex ertion, cars get stu ck , 
ov erheated hou ses get chilly , school bu ses ru n 
late, school bu ildings are frigid, toes and fin­ 
gers get nipped and pampered sinu ses thu mp 
from ov erdoses of cold air. What good pu r­ 
pose is serv ed? 
If winter happened 
oftener, 
ev ery body 
wou ld stay inside u ntil conditions improv ed. 
There wou ld be no weather news. There wou ld 
ju st be normal cold snaps and su itable lu lls 
in the rate of hu man frenzy .

They did this, it is important to note, 
by slu gging it ou t with the dictator in a 
battle he cou ld not afford to win and did not 
dare to lose. 
Jimenez, being in power, held all the ad­ 
v antages, ex cept one. He was in power u nder 
circu mstances that made it impossible for him 
to withstand criticism; he was a dictator. 
That was a disadv antage. 
It meant he mu st mu zzle the press. Neither 
newspaper nor radio commentators cou ld be

Ethics committee of bar association has 
ru led against performance by a ju rist on a 
California TV show, “Ti-affic Cou rt.” which 
was admittedly a high lev el program edu cat­ 
ing pu blic to responsibilities in traffic. Com­ 
mittee say s it is u nethical and throws stop 
light on the ju dge. 
This look s lik e reaching far back fpr an 
u nethical practice in a day when cou rts, law­ 
y ers, doctors, legislators and others in pro­ 
fessional life seem almost rou tine TV stars. 
Nev ertheless the trend can go too far. 
Ju dges and attorney s hav e been popping 
ou t all ov er the TV screens. The bar associa­ 
tion fears a day when airwav es may spring 
programs called ‘‘Hav e Bench; Will Trav el, ’ 
and “Wy att Black stone.” 


CALIFORNIA JURIST gav e his TV pay 
to Legal Aid Society . It was $49 .50 per week . 
Which shows the ju dge was no ju dge of TV 
wages. <TV Ethical Committee cou ld bar him 
for u nethical regard for amu sement world 
salary standards.) 
Bar association attitu de may be all for best, 
as TV temptation is great and we might soon 
be seeing ju rists rated for ad libbings, air­ 
wav e personalities and Joe Miller rou tines. 
Uncheck ed the trend cou ld mean a v ogu e 
for ju dges who sing “Catch A Falling Star ’ 
and enthu siastically plu g a magazine which 
carries their pictu re on the cov er with Jay ne 
Mansfield. 


COURTS ARE THE LAST refu ge of dignity . 
Up to now they hav e not been link ed into 
old fashioned v au dev ille or Corse Pay ton 
drama motifs. You cou ld look at almost any 
ju rist in his black robes and feel fairly cer­ 
tain he was not a hoofer at heart or a fellow 
who wanted to be an acrobat, magician or 
cou rtroom Bob Hope. 
A ju dge might not alway s be an ornament 
to a bench bu t he k new he was not sitting 
on a TV panel, highly dependent on a TV 
daily rating. Many ju rists got there by v oting 
right and attending the party clambak es bu t 
as long as they are not too v isible too often 
no harm is done. 
The danger comes when y ou ex pose them 
to the lu res of the TV screen. Nobody can 


free to do as they please when they might 
please to tell a resentfu l popu lace that the cu r­ 
rent strong man was v u lnerable. 
The Venezu elan press cou ld not prev ail 
against Jimenez. Editors went to prison. They 
went into hiding, ev en into ex ile. Bu t by mak ­ 
ing it k nown they were u nder the thu mb of a 
dictator, ev en thou gh they cou ld not fight 
back , they hastened his downfall. 
No dictator can command confidence with a 
mu zzled press bearing mu te witness to his 
lack of faith in his own regime. Bu t no dicta­ 
tor can withstand the dou bts that an u nmu z­ 
zled press will raise against his dictatorship. 
'Therefore, to become a dictator is to become 
a mu zzier and to incu r the opposition of all 
who resent being mu zzled. The most relent­ 
less freedom fighters of the New World are 
newspaper work ers who can neither be mu z­ 
zled nor u nmu zzled withou t dire consequ ences 
for their mu zzlers.

The clou d of scandal-inv olv ing 
here and there an isolated case of 
impropriety —has blown across the 
so-called independent commissions 
and may u nfortu nately tend to ob­ 
scu re a fu ndamental problem in 
gov ernment that has long called 
for attention. 
There cou ld be no more import­ 
ant stu dy this y ear than the one 
a Hou se committee has begu n to 
mak e with respect to the “regu ­ 
latory agencies.” 
Congress back in 1887 recognized 
that, with the growth of railroads, 
transportation 
requ ired 
gov ern­ 
mental regu lation and hence es­ 
tablished the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
What was then a railroad mo­ 
nopoly has ceased to be one in 
the transportation field. The pat­ 
tern, howev er, has been more or 
less followed in setting u p eight 
other independent commissions — 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
the Federal Reserv e Board, the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
the F e d e r a l Commu nications 
C<MTimission, the Federal Power 
Commission, the Secu rities a nd 
Ex change Commission, the Civ il 
Aeronau tics Boy ard and the U. S. 
Tariff Commission. 


BASICALLY the trend arose be­ 
cau se of a pecu liar defect in the 
American gov ernmental sy stem— 
an u nwillingness to let the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e branch of the gov ernment do 
the regu lation of bu siness or fi­ 
nancial or indu strial practices or 
employ er-employ e relationships. 
Congress has alway s maintained 
that it shou ld not delegate fu ll 
power to the ex ecu tiv e branch of 
the gov ernment in certain fields 
bu t shou ld retain a hold on the in­ 
dependent commissions as a k ind 
of 
creatu re 
of 
the 
legislativ e 
branch. 
This has resu lted in all sorts of 
terminology . 
Sometimes 
these 
independent 
CMTimissions are formally called 
“qu asi - ju dicial” and sometimes 
“qu asi - legislativ e,” and in a re­ 
cent report by the Hoov er Com­ 
mission emphasis was placed on 
the need for transferring certain 
“administrativ e” fu nctions to tha 
regu lar ex ecu tiv e departments or 
at least giv ing considerable ad­ 
ministrativ e au thority to the chair­ 
man of the independent agency . 
When the New Deal came into 
power, the first seriou s challenge 
to the independence of the regu ­ 
latory commissions dev eloped. 
It came from none other than 
President Frank lin D. Roosev elt 
himself, who on this point at least 
was as reactionary as any of the 
Repu blicans in the day s when the 
wick edness of corporations was in 
the headlines. 
For in 1933 Mr. Roosev elt su m­ 
marily remov ed William E. Hu m­ 
phrey from the Federal T r a d e 
Commission in a letter which, in 
effect, said that he was a satis­ 
factory person in all other respects 
bu t that “I do not feel that y ou r 
mind and my mind go along to­ 
gether on either the policies or 
the administering <rf the Federal 
Trade Commission.” 
The Su preme C ou r t of the 
United States u nanimou sly repu ­ 
diated that doctrine and ordered 
the family of Mr. Hu mphrey paid 
his salary u ntil the date of his 
death du ring the term for which 
he had been appointed and said 
commissioners 
cou ldn’t 
be 
re­ 
mov ed ex cept for su ch cau ses as 
specified by Congress in a law. 


THIS WAS the beginning of the 
break down (rf the prestige of regu ­ 
latory commissions in Washing­ 
ton. Ev er since, whether u nd e r 
Democratic 
or 
Repu blican 
re­ 
gimes, v iews of the fu tu re ap­ 
pointee hav e been scru tinized to 
see if they fit the concepts or 
policies of the incu mbent admin­ 
istration. 
Congress, to be su re, say s that 
members of the commissions mu st 
be chosen 
from 
both 
political 
parties, bu t often this resu lts m

the selection of persons with only 
a nominal affiliation with the op­ 
posite party . 
There was a time when the work 
of the commissions was free from 
ail ou tside pressu res. 
A lobby ist of a member of Con­ 
gress wou ld no more hav e thou ght 
of talk ing ov er any case priv ately 
with a commissioner or of writing 
a letter to any commissioner on a 
pending case than he wou ld hav e 
thou ght of commu nicating in that 
manner with a ju dge on the fed­ 
eral bench. 
Today an ex posu re of the files, 
it is being reported generally in 
Washington, wou ld show ex pres­ 
sions of an interest in pending 
cases by members of Congress as 
well as by ex ecu tiv e officials and 
lobby ists. 
The chief criticism of the reg­ 


u latory agencies, according to a 
Hoov er Commission report, is that 
they hav e become too engrossed in 
case-by -case activ ities and t h u s 
fail to play their roles and to pro­ 
mote the enterprises entru sted to 
their care. 
Mu ch of the work cou ld be done 
by the regu lar departments,. and 
the commissions shou ld really be 
confined to ru ling on qu estions of 
law.

It wou ld be mu ch better if Con­ 
gress took a broad look at the 
fu nctions of the commissions and 
gav e them a mandate to do more 
to promote the well being of the 
indu stry they regu late and to think 
less of way s of harassing it and

Hit by the depression lik e any 
other bu siness, the AFL-CIO has 
slashed its staff by 40 per cent 
and is cu tting co.*ners to stay ou t 
of the red. Lik e any other lay offs, 
the impact on the AFL-CIO em­ 
ploy es has been bru tal—especially 
on those who hav e been forced 
to retire on pensions of $10 to $20 
a week and mu st depend on U.S. 
Social Secu rity pay ments for more 
than their daily cru mbs. 
The slashings of labor’s staff of 
organizers from its original total 
of 39 0—which cost fou r million dol­ 
lars a y ear to maintain—to less 
than 250 is not in George Meany 's 
tradition. 


SOME WHO HAVE work ed with 
the AFL-CIO chief for y ears say 
that his cigar-chewing gru ffness 
and stone-wall tou ghness camou ­ 
flage a softness which has k ept 
him from firing any bu t two men 
in all his y ears of national com­ 
mand. 
One simple washed himself off 
the pay roll with gallons of alcohol. 
The other took in bu siness on the 
side as a book ie and actu ally u sed 
the AFL national headq u arters 
nu mber for his daily -dou ble clients. 
Moreov er, thou gh Meany has a 
temper swifter than the moment 
between the cou nt-down and the 
blast-off, he has been k nown to 
reach for the telephone and apolo­ 
gize when wrong.

There i.s little dou bt that Meany 
mov ed u nder great pressu re when 
he came to the AFL-CIO Ex ecu ­ 
tiv e Committee not too long ago 
with su ggestions for slashing the 
national labor headq u arters and 22 
regional staffs ev en more drastical­ 
ly than was finally done. 


HE EASED OFF and left the 
pru ning to his second-in-command, 
William S c h ni t z l e r , secretary - 
treasu rer of the AFL-CIO. Brother 
Schnitzler was as su btle as an old 
bu rlesqu e pratfall. Of the 55 na­ 
tional labor organizers he fired 
abou t 40 were ou t of the old CIO, 
the last president of which was 
Walter Reu ther. 
There was not a single argu ment 
in defense of these firings made 
by the hou se of labor which dif­ 
fered from what the Hou se of 
Morgan cou ld be ex pected to say 
in bad times. 
Labor, as well as capital, is 
cau ght u p in a depression. When 
bu siness is off, jobs v anish. When 
jobs v anish, so do du es pay ments 
from u nion members. 
Soon there will be six million 
jobless. Most of these are and will 
be u nion members in the heav y 
indu stries. 
These figu res are ex pected to 
grow more ominou s in the nex t 
report cov ering the month ending 
mid-Febru ary . This means that 
there will be fu rther du es cu ts in 
the biggest AFL-CIO u nions and 
thu s less income for the home of­ 
fice in 'Washington. 


THESE CUTS, ju st as mu ch as 
the price of v irtu e, namely the 
ou sting of the Teamsters and other 
u nions, hamstring the AFL - CIO 
bu dget. 
The Au to Union reportedly is 
pay ing for 250,000 fewer members 
than it did a y ear ago. The Steel 
Work ers Union is estimated to 
hav e almost 400,000 fewer du es- 
pay ers. 
Similarly hit are the Machinists 
and other craft ou tfits. For ev ery 
u nemploy ed work er, the national 
AFL-CIO 
headq u arters 
loses a 
nick el a month. 
Yet, seldom has the national 
labor headq u arters needed fu nds 
as mu ch as it does today . It is 
on the defensiv e and is abou t to 
lau nch a pu blic relations program 
costing $1,200,000 a y ear. 
It is rolling into a congressional 
session in which it hopes to fight 
off pu nitiv e laws. It is heading 
into a national political campaign. 
And it mu st, to preserv e its pres­ 
tige, lau nch s o m e organizing 
driv es. 
Bu t there’s no profit 
w h e n 
there’s slow bu siness, ev en f or 
labor leaders. In a depression they 
find they mu st ru n their firm as 
any other ex ecu tiv es do. You can’t 
pu t ou t more than y ou tak e in for 
v ery long.

WASHINGTON 
There’ll probably nev er be a 
su mmit conference if President 
Eisenhower and Sov iet Premier 
Bu lganin k e e p on writing each 
other letters abou t it. Their let­ 
ters s ou nd increasingly bitter. 
They ’v e reached a deadend. 
After two months and fiv e let­ 
ters—three from Bu lganin to Ei­ 
senhower, two from Eisenhower to 
Bu lganin—the two heads of gov ­ 
ernment hav e arriv ed ex actly no­ 
where. They ’v e agreed on nothing 
ex cept that peace is better than 
war. 
Bu t they can’t agree at all on 
how to sit down together to talk 
abou t peace. Bu lganin made pro­ 
posals. Eisenhower made propos­ 
als. Neither has bu dged from his 
own position. Neither shows any 
signs of doing so. 
. 
, * 
Both men hav e u sed their let­ 
ters for propaganda by pu blicly 
releasing them as soon as 
sent them. Thu s their correspond­ 
ence is neither priv ate nor produ c- 
tiv e. 
Both men are probably fed u p 
with the long-winded ex changes. 
Eisenhower is. He plainly su g­ 
gested it’s time to cu t ou t the let­ 
ter writing and try something 
else. 
. ^ 
‘‘We mu st,” he said, “find some 
way s other than mere prolonga­ 
tion of repetitiv e pu blic debate.” 
Bu t, ju dging from Bu lganin’s 
past performance, he’ll probably 
write more letters and Eisenhow­ 
er, ou t of international cou rtesy , 
will probably answer them. 
There’s been talk in Washington 
for week s now that the Eisenhow­ 
er administration — despite the 
barren resu lts of the letter writ­ 
ing — is reconciled to the idea 
that a su mmit conference will be 
held this y ear, perhaps in the 
su mmer. 
Bu t Eisenhower’s latest letter to 
Bu lganin — sent Monday — shows 
no signs of it. He practically ac- 


cu sed Bu lganin of being either a 
windbag or a phony . 
He told him: “With respect to 
the meeting of heads of gov ern­ 
ment, the cu mu lativ e effect of 
y ou r last three missiv es is to 
leav e considerable pu zzlement as 
to what y ou think another su ch 
meeting (lik e the su mmit meeting 
in 19 55) cou ld contribu te to a genu ­ 
ine settlement of ou r problems.” 
All 
this 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean the end to efforts toward a 
su mmit meeting. Althou gh Eisen­ 
hower indicated he’s getting bored 
with the letter ex changes, he held 
open a door. 
He su ggested: 
1. Some 
arrangements 
for 
a 
su mmit meeting might be work ed 
ou t throu gh the American ambas­ 
sador in Moscow and the Sov iet 
ambassador here. Arrangements 
in this case mean some agree­ 
ment on what shou ld be discu ssed 
at the su mmit. 
2. The foreign ministers might 
try to work ou t something. On this 
one point Eisenhower seemed to 
y ield a point. He didn’t say Sec­ 
retary of State Du lles and the So­ 
v iet foreign minister wou ld hav e 
to meet. 
Bu lganin, in his last letter, took 
a swipe at Du lles by ru ling ou t a 
foreign ministers’ meeting as u se­ 
less. 
Eisenhower didn’t insist on su ch 
a meeting as necessary before a 
su mmit meeting. He talk ed v agu e­ 
ly of an “ex change of v iews” be­ 
tween the foreign ministers. 
Bu t he didn’t let Bu lganin pu sh 
Du lles ou t of the pictu re. Eisen­ 
hower said Du lles wou ld hav e to 
hav e a hand in any arrangements 
that were made. The nex t mov e 
is u p to the Sov iets. 
So far they ’v e tak en the initia­ 
tiv e in all this, ev en thou gh their 
only pu rpose may hav e been pro­ 
paganda. This cou ntry has not 
tu rned the tables on them by any 
new or bold gestu re of its own.

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When Weather Makes The News 


Even after making allowances for a degree 
or two one way or another, we have seen 
weather history made in the low tempera­ 
tures that have frozen everything stiff. 
When the weather makes news in a climate 
that fluctuates from unbearably cold to insuf­ 
ferably hot, with drouths, floods, tornadoes 
and occasional glimpses of heaven in be­ 
tween, memorable things happen. 
But there is a peculiarity about them that 
bears looking into, because it shows 
why 
weather makes news. 
It is not the weather, actually, that makes 
the news. It is m an’s struggles to surmount 
the handicaps of weather. 
Snow falls and man trys to keep going 
on the way, with the same lack of logic that 
ants would show if a handful of sand were 
thrown on their hill. 
The temperature falls below zero and man 
makes news by trying to do the same things 
in his automobile he did when the tempera­ 
ture was in the 60s, which is about right for 
internal combustion engines and their cooling 
systems. 
Icy winds do blow, and man bites a dog 
by venturing outside in an attempt to prove 


he is hardy — a foolhardy demonstration that 
would never be made by an Eskimo, or even 
by the greenest hand on an arctic expedition. 
Real winter comes and millions act as if it 
were something happening to someone else in 
a play on a stage. The show must go on, 
they say, and thus they get stranded on high­ 
ways, freeze their extremities and struggle 
to keep up routines which there was reason 
to keep up in the face of climatic hardship. 
One way and another, then, it is not weath­ 
er that is out of the ordinary. Weather is 
only repetition. What is out of the ordinary 
is human refusal to live on good terms with 
reality. 
That is what makes news — when the snow- 
shoveler dies of over-exertion, cars get stuck, 
overheated houses get chilly, school buses run 
late, school buildings are frigid, toes and fin­ 
gers get nipped and pampered sinuses thump 
from overdoses of cold air. W’hat good pur­ 
pose is served’ 
If winter happened 
oftener, 
everybody 
would stay inside until conditions improved. 
There would be no weather news. There would 
just be normal cold snaps and suitable lulls 
in the rate of human frenzy.

COURTS ARE THE LAST refuge of dignity. 
Up to now they have not been linked into 
old fashioned vaudeville or Corse Payton 
drama motifs. You could look at almost any 
jurist in his black robes and feel fairly cer­ 
tain he was not a hoofer at heart or a fellow 
who wanted to be an acrobat, magician or 
courtroom Bob Hope. 
A judge might not always be an ornament 
to a bench but he knew he was not sitting 
on a TV* panel, highly dependent on a TV 
daily rating. Many jurists got there by voting 
right and attending the party clambakes but 
as long as they are not too visible too often 
no harm is done. 
The danger comes when you expose them 
to the lures of the TV screen. Nobody can 


free to do as they please when they might 
please to tell a resentful populace that the cur­ 
rent strong man was vulnerable. 
The Venezuelan press could not prevail 
against Jimenez. Editors went to prison. They 
went into hiding, even into exile. But by mak­ 
ing it known they were under the thumb of a 
dictator, even though they could not fight 
back, they hastened his downfall. 
No dictator can command confidence with a 
muzzled press bearing mute witness to his 
lack of faith in his own regime. But no dicta­ 
tor can withstand the doubts that an unmuz­ 
zled press will raise against his dictatorship. 
Therefore, to become a dictator is to become 
a muzzler and to incur the opposition of all 
who resent being muzzled. The most relent­ 
less freedom fighters of the New World are 
newspaper workers who can neither be muz­ 
zled nor unmuzzled without dire consequences 
for their muzzlers.

"Regulatory Agencies’ Role Needs Study 


The cloud of scandal—involving 
here and there an isolated case of 
impropriety—has blown across the 
so-called independent commissions 
and may unfortunately tend to ob­ 
scure a fundamental problem in 
government that has long called 
for attention. 
There could be no more import­ 
ant study this year than the one 
a House committee has begun to 
make with respect to the “regu­ 
latory agencies.” 
Congress back in 1887 recognized 
that, with the growth of railroads, 
transportation 
required 
govern­ 
mental regulation and hence es­ 
tablished the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
What was then a railroad mo­ 
nopoly has ceased to be one in 
the transportation field. The pat­ 
tern, however, has been more or 
less followed in setting up eight 
other independent commissions — 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
the Federal Reserve Board, the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
the F e d e r a l Communications 
Commission, the Federal Power 
Commission, the Securities a n d 
Exchange Commission, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board and the U. S. 
Tariff Commission. 


BASICALLY the trend arose be­ 
cause of a peculiar defect in the 
American governmental system— 
an unwillingness to let the execu­ 
tive branch of the government do 
the regulation of business or fi­ 
nancial or industrial practices or 
employer-employe relationships. 
Congress has always maintained 
that it should not delegate full 
power to the executive branch of 
the government in certain fields 
but should retain a hold on the in­ 
dependent commissions as a kind 
of 
creature 
of 
the 
legislative 
branch. 
This has resulted in all sorts of 
terminology. 
Sometimes 
these 
independent 
commissions are formally called 
“quasi - judicial” and sometimes 
“quasi - legislative,” and in a re­ 
cent report by the Hoover Com­ 
mission emphasis was placed on 
the need for transferring certain 
“administrative” functions to th9 
regular executive departments or 
at least giving considerable ad­ 
ministrative authority to the chair­ 
man of the independent agency. 
When the New Deal came into 
power, the first serious challenge 
to the independence of the regu­ 
latory commissions developed. 
It came from none other than 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
himself, who on this point at least 
was as reactionary as any of the 
Republicans in the days when the 
wickedness of corporations was in 
the headlines. 
For in 1933 Mr. Roosevelt sum­ 
marily removed William E. Hum­ 
phrey from the Federal T r a d e 
Commission in a letter which, in 
effect, said that he was a satis­ 
factory person in all other respects 
but that “I do not feel that your 
mind and my mind go along to­ 
gether on either the policies or 
the administering of the Federal 
Trade Commission.” 
The Supreme C o u r t of the 
United States unanimously repu­ 
diated that doctrine and ordered 
the family of Mr. Humphrey paid 
his salary until the date of his 
death during the term for which 
he had been appointed and said 
commissioners 
couldn’t 
be 
re­ 
moved except for such causes as 
specified by Congress in a law. 


THIS WAS the beginning of the 
breakdown of the prestige of regu­ 
latory commissions in Washing­ 
ton. Ever since, whether u n d e r 
Democratic 
or 
Republican 
re­ 
gimes. views of the future ap­ 
pointee have been scrutinized to 
see if they fit the concepts or 
policies of the incumbent admin­ 
istration. 
Congress, to be sure, says that 
members of the commissions must 
be 
chosen 
from 
both 
political 
parties, but often this results in

The Letters Grow Bitter

WASHINGTON 
There’ll probably never be a 
summit conference if President 
Eisenhower and Soviet Premier 
Bulganin k e e p on writing each 
other letters about it. Their let­ 
ters s o u n d increasingly bitter. 
They’ve reached a deadend. 
After two months and five let­ 
ters—three from Bulganin to Ei­ 
senhower, two from Eisenhower to 
Bulganin—the two heads of gov­ 
ernment have arrived exactly no­ 
where. They’ve agreed on nothing 
except that peace is better than 
war. 
But they can’t agree at all on 
how to sit down together to talk 
about peace. Bulganin made pro­ 
posals. Eisenhower made propos­ 
als. Neither has budged from his 
own position. Neither shows any 
signs of doing so. 
Both men have used their let­ 
ters for propaganda by publicly 
releasing them as soon as they 
sent them. Thus their correspond­ 
ence is neither private nor produc­ 
tive. 
Both men are probably fed up 
with the long-winded exchanges. 
Eisenhower is. He plainly sug­ 
gested ifs time to cut out the let­ 
ter writing and try 
something 
else. 
“We must,” he said, “find some 
ways other than mere prolonga­ 
tion of repetitive public debate.” 
But, 
judging from 
Bulganin’s 
past performance, he’ll probably 
write more letters and Eisenhow­ 
er, out of international courtesy, 
will probably answer them. 
There’s been talk in Washington 
for weeks now that the Eisenhow­ 
er administration — despite the 
barren results of the letter writ­ 
ing — is reconciled to the idea 
that a summit conference will be 
held this year, perhaps in the 
summer. 
But Eisenhower’s latest letter to 
Bulganin — sent Monday — shows 
no signs of it. He practically ac­ 


cused Bulganin of being either a 
windbag or a phony. 
He told him: “With respect to 
the meeting of heads of govern­ 
ment, the cumulative effect of 
your last three missives is to 
leave considerable puzzlement as 
to what you think another such 
meeting (like the summit meeting 
in 1955) could contribute to a genu­ 
ine settlement of our problems.” 
All 
this 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean the end to efforts toward a 
summit meeting. Although Eisen­ 
hower indicated he’s getting bored 
with the letter exchanges, he held 
open a door. 
He suggested: 
1. Some 
arrangements 
for 
a 
summit meeting might be worked 
out through the American ambas­ 
sador in Moscow and the Soviet 
ambassador here. 
Arrangements 
in this case mean some agree­ 
ment on what should be discussed 
at the summit. 
2. The foreign ministers might 
try to work out something. On this 
(me point Eisenhower seemed to 
yield a point. He didn’t say Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles and the So­ 
viet foreign minister would have 
to meet. 
Bulganin, in his last letter, took 
a swipe at Dulles by ruling out a 
foreign ministers’ meeting as use­ 
less. 
Eisenhower didn’t insist on such 
a meeting as necessary before a 
summit meeting. He talked vague­ 
ly of an “exchange of views” be­ 
tween the foreign ministers. 
But he didn't let Bulganin push 
Dulles out of the picture. Eisen­ 
hower said Dulles wrould have to 
have a hand in any arrangements 
that were made. The next move 
is up to the Soviets. 
So far they’ve taken the initia­ 
tive in all this, even though their 
only purpose may have been pro­ 
paganda. This country has not 
turned the tables on them by any 
new or bold gesture of its own.

Hit by the depression like any 
other business, the AFL-CIO has 
slashed its staff by 40 per cent 
and is cutting corners to stay out 
of the red. Like any other layoffs, 
the impact on the AFL-CIO em­ 
ployes has been brutal—especially 
on those who have been forced 
to retire on pensions of $10 to $20 
a week and must depend on U.S. 
Social Security payments for more 
than their daily crumbs. 
The slashings of labor’s staff of 
organizers from its original total 
of 390—which cost four million dol­ 
lars a year to maintain—to less 
than 250 is not in George Meany’s 
tradition. 


SOME WHO HAVE worked with 
the AFL-CIO chief for years say 
that his cigar-chewing gruffness 
and stone-wall toughness camou­ 
flage a softness which has kept 
him from firing any but two men 
in all his years of national com­ 
mand. 
One simple washed himself off 
the payroll with gallons of alcohol. 
The other took in business on the 
side as a bookie and actually used 
the 
AFL national 
headquarters 
number for his daily-double clients. 
Moreover, though Meany has a 
temper swifter than the moment 
between the count-down and the 
blast-off, he has been known to 
reach for the telephone and apolo­ 
gize when wrong. And he has per­ 
sonally 
telephoned 
hospitalized 
staff members and comforted them 
with the assurance that their jobs 
would be there when they walked 
off the sick bed. 
There is little doubt that Meany 
moved under great pressure when 
he came to the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Committee not too long ago 
with suggestions for slashing the 
national labor headquarters and 22 
regional staffs even more drastical­ 
ly than was finally done. 


HE EASED OFF and left the 
pruning to his second-in-command, 
William S c h n i t z I e r, secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL-CIO. Brother 
Schnitzler was as subtle as an old 
burlesque pratfall. Of the 55 na­ 
tional labor organizers he fired 
about 40 were out of the old CIO, 
the last president of which was 
Walter Reuther. 
There was not a single argument 
in defense of these firings made 
by the house of labor which dif­ 
fered from what the House of 
Morgan could be expected to say 
in bad times. 
Labor, as well as capital, is 
caught up in a depression. When 
business is off, jobs vanish. When 
jobs vanish, so do dues payments 
from union members. 
Soon there will be six million 
jobless. Most of these are and will 
be union members in the heavy 
industries. 
These figures are expected to 
grow more ominous in the next 
report covering the month ending 
mid-February. This means that 
there will be further dues cuts in 
the biggest AFL-CIO unions and 
thus less income for the home of­ 
fice in 'Washington. 


THESE CUTS, just as much as 
the price of virtue, namely the 
ousting of the Teamsters and other 
unions, hamstring the AFL - CIO 
budget. 
The Auto Union reportedly is 
paying for 250,000 fewer members 
than it did a year ago. The Steel 
Workers Union is estimated to 
have almost 400,000 fewer dues- 
payers. 
Similarly hit are the Machinists 
and other craft outfits. For every 
unemployed worker, the national 
AFL-CIO 
headquarters 
loses 
a 
nickel a month. 
Yet, seldom has the national 
labor headquarters needed funds 
as much as it does today. It is 
on the defensive and is about to 
launch a public relations program 
costing $1,200,000 a year. 
It is rolling into a congressional 
session in which it hopes to fight 
off punitive laws. It is heading 
into a national political campaign. 
And it must, to preserve its pres­ 
tige, launch s o m e organizing 
drives. 
But there’s no profit w h e n 
there’s slow business, even f o r 
labor leaders. In a depression they 
find they must run their firm as 
any other executives do. You can’t 
put out more than you take in for 
very long.

He will pull up all underground 
vegetation by the roots and yank 
down everything growing above 
ground, eating what he can chew 
and smashing up whatever residue 
is too big to swallow. Nothing will 
be left alive. 
Rains will wash the denuded soil 
into the valleys, lakes and oceans. 
The sun’s glare will bake the de­ 
nuded spoil banks — or “goatees” 
— into deserts. And there will go 
your earth. 
“The Courier” shows how it al­ 
ready has gone in many parts of 
the 
Mediterranean 
basin, 
con­ 
tributing hugely to the poverty that 
fosters meanness and 
savagery 
among the surviving humans. No 
trees grow where goats go. Their 
voracious appetites and foraging 
results in the destruction of all 
vegetation. 
They are combined 
bulldozers and flame throwers, but 


cleverly disguised as carefree ani­ 
mals with a s t r o n g sense of 
humor. 
“It would be a good thing lf the 
people of today (all three thousand 
million of them) 
became panic- 
stricken at the thought of goats,’* 
concludes 
“The Courier,** 
after 
pointing out that “panic” comes 
from the name of the Greek my­ 
thological god of flocks and shep­ 
herds — the goat-legged Pan, who 
ran amuck after dark. 
A fellow like me has strong 
feelings about goats, because a fel­ 
low like me once owned a twin set 
of these creatures. It was like own­ 
ing a dual set of gastric ulcers. 
They unlocked doors and opened 
gates. They drank paint from cans 
that had been left unguarded for 
a few seconds. They broke down 
trees that nature had been grow­ 
ing for years. They showed bland 
contempt for all the niceties that 
even the lowest animals practice 
by instinct. 
When they brought aggravated 
assault on their bony heads and 
slatty carcasses, they stood per­ 
fectly still, blinking at the assail­ 
ant with those inscrutable square- 
pupiled goat eyes until there was 
no room for doubt — they were 
the reincarnation of all the evil 
that had been loosed on the earth 
since creation. 
Cheers went up when one died 
after trying to eat down the barn: 
the splinters were too much for 
him. The other one was hardier, 
and I was afraid to kill him lest 
he haunt me. I arranged with a 
braver man to come in a truck and 
haul him away — anywhere. It 
was weeks before I dared to be­ 
lieve he had gone. 
The first time I have a thousand- 
dollar bill to spare. I aim to send 
it to UNESCO to make sure he 
never comes back.

Think He’ll Keep 
On Firing Letters 
At Chief Ex ecutiv e 


WASHINGTON 
~ Diplomatic 
officials said today it is quite like­ 
ly Soviet Prem ier Bulganin will 
Ignore President Eisenhower’s ad­ 
vice and keep firing public letters 
at the White House. 
If he does, they said, Eisenhow­ 
er would have no choice but to 
answer the notes just as publicly. 
Silence, it is felt, would only al­ 
low the Soviets to win a high-level 
propaganda war without a con­ 
test. 
These 
officials 
discussed 
this 
outlook in the wake of the strongly 
worded Eisenhower letter to Bul­ 
ganin 
which 
the 
W’hite 
House 
made public Monday. 
The Eisenhower message virtu­ 
ally told Bulganin further letters 
from him on the subject would be 
unwelcome. Eisenhower suggested 
Instead that the Kremlin leaders 
concentrate on “less formal and 
less publicized contacts” if they 
genuinely want to improvne rela­ 
tions and arrange a summit con­ 
ference. 
The Eisenhower letter, 
easily 
the toughest in tone he has sent to 
Bulganin in the past two years, 
clearly reflected his view that 
such communications should not 
be used for propaganda in the cold 
war. 
Eisenhower compared the pro­ 
fessed Soviet desire for peace with 
what he termed the “constantly 
mounting accusations” by Krem­ 
lin leaders. 
Some auttiorities professed to 
see good prospects that the Krem­ 
lin 
would 
accept 
Eisenhower’s 
challenge that they send some So­ 
viet leaders on visits to the United 
States. Eisenhower invited them 
to learn “the real facts” about 
the American longing for peace. 
He proposed that groups of Sovi­ 
et “leaders of thought and influ­ 
ential citizens” be encouraged to 
make such trips. 
Such 
Soviet 
visits 
need 
not 
hinge, authorities said, on Soviet 
willingness to allow similar in­ 
spection 
tours 
by 
high-ranking 
Americans. 
Eisenhower’s purpose in propos­ 
ing the higher-level visits was to 
dispel what he called the “totally 
false conceptions” that Americans 
are warmongers plotting new hos­ 
tilities for the sake of financial 
profit. 
Eisenhower summed up the rea­ 
son for his invitation in these 
words: “Most of the Soviet citi­ 
zens who exert an influence are 
strangers to this country, with, I 
fear, 
totally 
false 
conceptions. 
These misconceptions I should like 
to see corrected in the interest of 
better relations.”

The sub-zero weather has frozen 
several dozen household meters— 
those in cellar locations where they 
are exposed to cold air— Frank 
K. Robinson, water department 
superintendent, said today. 
The cold also has been blamed 
for freezing water inside homes 
and in a few instances ice has 
blocked service lines — the con­ 
nection between the main and the 
home — Robinson added. 
In most cases, freezing does not 
cause major damage to a water 
meter, Robinson said. That’s be­ 
cause they’re designed with a bot­ 
tom plate that bursts out as soon 
as solid ice forms, preventing dam­ 
age to the expensive working parts 
above, he said. 
But the meter must be taken out 
of the household, thawed and given 
a new bottom plate, Robinson said. 
As the meters are owned by prop- 
erty-holders, the city does not 
bear the expense of the repair. 
In cases where the meter freezes 
solid, damaging the working parts, 
the repair is more expensive, Rob­ 
inson explained. 
He said wat« » * department crews 
were busy all Monday and are 
rushed again today with complaints 
of frozen meters and lines. 
In cases where the service line 
is frozen underneath the street, it 
can be excavated and then thawed 
with an electrical heating device. 
Robinson said. Generally the heat 
melts only the ice near the outside 
of the line, leaving a solid core 
near the center, so the householder 
must allow his water to run to 
guard against new freezing. Robin­ 
son said. Service lines also are 
the property-owners’ responsibility. 
Some homes in the 3rd St. Ext. 
area of Chester were reported with­ 
out water this morning as a result 
of a frozen 2-inch line which cross­ 
es the Middle Run Bridge at an 
exposed place. 
Firemen were keeping their fin­ 
gers crossed meanwhile hoping 
householders use extra caution in 
firing their furnaces during the 
cold wave. 
“We’ve been fortunate so far,” 
Chief Charles Bryan commented, 
pointing to the number of tragic 
f i r e s throughout the nation in 
which lives were lost and proper­ 
ty destroyed. 
He urged residents to 
c h e c k 
their furnaces and chimneys care­ 
fully and to use electric irons to 
thaw out frozen pipes. The depart­ 
ment’s last three calls have re­ 
sulted from fires originating while 
residents tried to thaw out pipes.
